caused property damage roughly es­ 
timated at half a million dollars. 
After 36 hours of Waiting no addi­ 
tional reports of heavy damage had 
been 
received 
from 
all 
Southern 
California, 
which suffered most or 
Western 
Arizona and Utah, 
which 
wore slightly affected. 
Hemet- and 
San 
Jacinto, 
twin 
towns of the broad valley 
between 
San Jacinto and Santa Ana Ranges, 
were half wrecked in their business 
sections, and their 400 odd 
homes 
were severely jarred. 
Plate glass valued at thousands of 
dollars here, railroad water tanks at 
several 
points, building fronts 
at 
Banning 
and elsewhere, 
irrigation 
reservoirs and 
canals and countless 
chimneys suffered from the shocks. 


Washington, Apr. 23—(Director Gen­ 
eral McAdoo has sent a message to 
all the employes of the Railroad Ad­ 
ministration giving them practical as­ 
surance that they would receive a 
substantial increase 
in wages. 
He 
teFls them the good word will be sent 
out about May 5, immediately after 
his return on the completion of the 
Liberty Loan drive. The Director Gen­ 
eral asked the men to show their pa­ 
triotism and patriotic spirit by “lend­ 
ing all the money they can” in buying 
Liberty Bonds. 
The wage increase will date from 
January I and the Director General 
passes along the broad hint that the 
increase will be four months’ “vel­ 
vet” and no better use could be made 
of it than in turning this to the sup­ 
port of the war, while they will re­ 
ceive 4l/4 per cent interest a year. 
No indication of the increase 
is 
given. The wage adjustment board 
has finished its decision and is ready 
to submit the findings to the Director 
General on May 4. 
It is generally 
beslaved the addulce will average 
about 20 per cent. 
This will mean 
the cutting of a melon worth some­ 
thing like $15)0,000,000 for employes. 
It will be divided, in view of the high 
cost of living, so the more poorly 
paid men will receive the 
greater 
proportionate increase.

With the American Army in France, 
Apr. 23—The 
report 
to American 
headquarters by the commander in the 
field concerning the gallantry of an 
inferior force of Americans in driv­ 
ing off 1,200 German shock troops in 
the battle at Seicheprey on the sec­ 
tor north-west of Toul, closes as fol­ 
lows : 
“Our troops were overwhelmed by 
the superiority of the enemy’s num­ 
bers, but they fought to a finish.” 
Details of the battle show that the 
Germans shot liquid1 fire at the Amer­ 
icans at close range. 
Every German 
shock company included eight men 
armed with contrivances for shooting 
the vicious flames. 
They used them 
at a range of 30 feet. 
The reserve 
companies each had 
one 
liquid-fire 
expert. 
The latest reports show that the 
main German attacking force was 
made up of picked 
men from the 
259th Regiment., with shock and gre­ 
nade troops as “flankers’’. 
It is officially admitted that the en­ 
gagement was the severest in which 
American troops have yet taken part. 
From wounded Americans now ly­ 
ing in an evacuation hospital, it is 
learned that the Americans chased 
the Germans through ruined houses 
when they recaptured the village of 
Seicheprey, after an all-day battle. 
Americans and Germans engaged in 
bayonet and pistol duels in cellars and 
rooms of houses partly demolished by 
the enemy’s artillery.- 
Americans, finding themselves dis­ 
armed, 
fought their German oppon­ 
ents with their fists. 
“Tell them back home that we are 
just beginning”, 
said an American 
lad who was lh the thick of the fight 
and severely wounded with shrapnel. 
“It was fine to see our men go at the 
Huns. 
All of us who thought base 
ball was the great American game 
have changed our minds. 
There is 
only one game to keep the American 
flag flying—'that is, kifl the Huns. I 
got several before they got me.” 
The other men in the hospital were 
of the same spirit, while in a nearby 
ward was a wounded German prison­ 
er, who, it develops, was .spared after 
be had held up his hands, at the same 
time carrying concealed bombs. This 
fellow sneeringly and in a sulky man­ 
ner waved off the American guard 
with one hand. A nurse said he had 
given 
more 
trouble 
than 
all the 
Americans combined. 
There appears little doubt that the 
Germans 
thought they 
would go 
through the American line, as they 
once boasted they would go through 
“Groat Britain’s contemptible little 
army.” 
The enemy made another attempt 
at a line occupied by the American 
troops on the right bank of the Meuse 
soon after the attack near Seicheprey. 
Sixty of the enemy started a raid, 
but were repulsed by a heavy fire. 
Some of the Germans reached the 
American entanglements 
and 
were 
left dead hanging to the wire, but 
the enemy carried off all his wounded. 
An 
American 
raid 
against the 
enemy line nearby was earned out 
about the same time, and one of the 
raiding forces was brought back dead 
and one wounded. 
Reports coming in to-day relative 
to the fight in the Toul sector show 
that the losses sustained were no 
larger than what could reasonably be 
expected from sud* an engagement, 
which was the most severe of any in 
which American troops have taken 
part. 
The losses of the enemy, on 
the other hand, were much greater 
than he had expected, as is evidenced 
by more than 300 dead Germans in 
the American trenches and 
in No 
Man’s Land. 
His losses in wounded 
are unknown, as disabled men were 
dragged back to the German treoch- 


London, Apr. 23—Events along the 
battle line in France and Belgium 
seem to be shaping themselves for 
a resumption of the great German of­ 
fensive. 
Since the savage attack on 
the American forces at Seicheprey on 
Saturday there has been no fighting 
of an extraordinary nature along the 
front, but there have been indications 
that the Teutons are almost ready to 
resume the sledgehammer blows they 
have been aiming at the Allied armies. 
Unless recent operations have been 
feints, it is probable that the coming 
week will witness two great turning 
movements 
by the Germans. 
One 
probably will pivot on the village of 
Robeeq, north-wewt of Bethune, on the 
southern sido of the salient driven 
into the Allied lines back of Armen- 
tieres. 
The other is expected to de­ 
velop at or near Misnil, north of Al­ 
bert, on the north side of the Sonvme 
salient. 
The purpose of these movement* 
will be to cut deep into the Allied 
lines on each side of the promontory 
that projects out into German held 
territory and terminate on the old 
Arras-Lens front. The Gentians have 
attempted two great frontal attacks 
on the defenses of Lens and Arras, 
but they have been repulsed with 
terrible losses to the attackers. These 
losses were inflicted upon the enemy 
before he reached the stronger Al­ 
lied positions in that sector, and since 
the second defeat at Festertmrt and 
Givenchy the Germans have not cared 
to take up the bask of driving the 
Canadians from their positions along 
Vimy Bodge and on each end of that 
; great natural bulwark before Arras. 
If successful attacks were to be 
launched by the Germans at Robecq 
and Mesnil, the British might be forc­ 
ed to withdraw from Arras without 
having a chance to defend their posi­ 
tions there. 
Heavy artillery fire at 
both places has been reported and a 
local attack at Mesnil showed that 
the Germans were capable at that 
point of resuming offensive opera­ 
tions. 
Along the line of the Lys, south­ 
west of Ypres, on the northern front, 
there has not been any notable fight­ 
ing nor have the Germans again es­ 
sayed the breaking of the Belgian 
line north of Ypres since King Al­ 
bert’s men smashed a great assault 
on that part of the front. 
South of Albert, at Vi liers-Breton- 
neux, there has been a continuous ar­ 
tillery duel for the last two days and 
a German attack there may be ex­ 
pected soon. On the line hold by the 
French from Albert south af Montdi- 
♦lier, and thence east to the old battle 
line there has been lively 
artillery 
fighting.

SILVER-DOLLAR 
BILL IS PASSED 


Measure Providing for Melting 
of Millions now Goes to 
the President. 


Washington, Apr. 23—The adminis­ 
tration bill authorizing the melting 
into bullion of 360,000,000 silver dol­ 
lars to pay trade balances was passed 
by the House late Monday without 
amendment. 
It had been passed by 
the Senate and now goes to the Pres­ 
ident. 
The bill provides for the retire­ 
ment of silver 
certificates concur­ 
rent with the melting of the silver 
dollars and for the purchase of silver 
at not more than $1 an ounce to re­ 
place that melted. The section of the 
measure virtually fixes the price 
cf silver. 
Settlement of trade bal­ 
ances 
with silver 
was determined 
upon in order to conserve the gold 
supply. 
To supply currency to take the 
place of the silver or silver certifi­ 
cates withdrawn from circulation the 
Federal Reserve Board is authorized 
to issue Federal Reserve Bank notes, 
based on the 
security 
of 
United 
States certificates of indebtedness or 
of United States one-year gold notes.

confirm press reports of ill treatment 
of 
American 
prisoners of war in 
Germany, the State Department has 
instituted an inquiry to develop the 
facts. 
If they conform to the pub­ 
lished accounts a protest will 
be 
made promptly through the Spanish 
government, which has 
taken over 
American diplomatic representation 
at Bertin. 
If the protest is unavail­ 
ing measures of retaliation will 
be 
considered. 
German prisoners of war in Ameri­ 
ca largely outnumber Americans held 
in German prison camps and include 
the 
crews of German raiders 
and 
prizes, in addition to the crew of the 
German submarine U-58. These pri­ 
soners have been treated with a de­ 
gree of liberality that has caused ad­ 
verse criticism in some quarters and 
in marked contrast to the treatment 
Laid to be accorded prisoners in Ger­ 
many. 
One difficulty in the way of retali­ 
ation, it is said, is that it might lend 
color to the stories of American cru­ 
elties by the German military com­ 
manders to their troops to deter them 
deserting. 
That 
such stories 
have 
lieen told has 
been testified 
to by 
prisoners 
taken by 
General 
Per­ 
shing’s men. 
It was said at the State Depart­ 
ment that much difficulty is expected 
in ascertaining the facts concerning 
the condition of American prisoners 
in 
Germany. 
Former 
Ambassaor 
Gerard, who was charged with Brit­ 
ish and French 
interests at Berlin 
before the United States entered the 
war, found it almost impossible to 
learn real conditions in German pri­ 
son camps because he was permitted 
to see only such of the camps and 
such parts of them as the Germans 
choose to exhibit. 
It is regarded as 
probable that the Spanish Ambassa­ 
dor to Berlin would 
have a similar 
experience. 
The State 
Department’s 
inquiry 
will 
extend to the charges 
that 
American prisoners 
have not 
been 
allowed to receive the packages of 
fcod and clothing sent them by the 
American Red Cross and which, un­ 
der the rules of war, they were en­ 
titled to receive.

Thirty-five girls employed at the 
plant of a buggy company, In Evans­ 
ville, Iud., now wear overalls at their 
work. 
Many of the girls who took the 
places of men who now are lighting In 
France or are at some military canton­ 
ment have found that skirts Interfere 
with their work. A mas* meeting of 
the girls was held recently ut the fac­ 
tory, and by a unanimous vote It wus 
decided that they should discard skirts 
for overalls. A few girls and wonton 
have worn overalls Iii their homes and 
gardens, hut this will he the first time 
m em bers of the sex have woru them 
to an Evansville factory.

“The much-a Ivertised farmerette,” 
repot ti the Woman’s Committee of 
the Council 
of National 
Defense, 
“was looked upon with considerable 
distrust by farmers last spring. Many 
girls applied for work on farms, but 
what most af them were offered was 
wotk in the kitchen and farmhouse. 
Gills who were unwilling to take up 
housework continued their efforts to 
be considered seriously as farm hands. 
“Same of them solved the difficulty 
by forming units to go, with their 
own cook and housekeeper, into locali­ 
ties where they knew there was a de­ 
mand for their services. A unit would 
rent an old farmhouse, or whatever 
the girls could 'find in Ute neighbor­ 
hood, ami go out daily to farm or 
orchard where they were employed. 
By this method the farmer’s wife was 
^aved trouble and the girls were sure 
of pleasant surroundings and com­ 
panionship.” 
“ In Now York State*, the commit­ 
tee’s report continues, “one group of 
about 65 young women—the Mount 
Kisco Unit-nmade the experiment in 
Westchester County. Though they met 
with general skepticism at first, long 
before the summer was over the de­ 
mand for their work was greater than 
•they could 
supply. 
Their 
leaders 
made contracts with employers, charg­ 
ing 25 cents an hour for a girl’* work 
and paid the girls $15 a month and 
expenses. Another unit in New York, 
organized under 
the Women’s Com­ 
mittee, was put on a self-governing 
basis. 
The girls elected 
a captain, 
hired a cook and housekeeper, 
and 
paid 50 cents each per week for gen­ 
eral expenses. 
This 
unit 
worked 
altogether on a fruit plantation. Next 
summer there will be a demand for 
many more girls. 
“In Maryland units have been or­ 
ganized for fruit packing and canning. 
The work pays fairly well and is both 
patriotic and physically good for the 
girls. 
“ Dean Virginia Gildersleeve, of Co­ 
lumbia, sees in the unit-farm-work 
system great opportunity for service 
and benefit for the working girl in 
employments that are slack in the 
summer months. 
“Real study and training rn farm ­ 
ing is also to be had by women in a 
number of new places. Last summer 
Miss Alice Carpenter, chairman of the 
New York branch of the Navy League, 
opened in Farmingdale, Long Island, 
a military 
barracks for women to 
learn farm 
work. 
More 
than 
IOO 
women, from every class 
and trade, 
joined the camp, and less than a dozen 
quit before they had completed the 
course. 
Many are already placed on 
farms; others have gone back to their 
ordinary work, ready to serve when 
needed. 
One of the women said: ’I 
came here to render a service, but I 
have received a great gift.’ 
“The Vassar College farmerettes 
spent a summer in learning the rudi­ 
ments of soil cultivation, aud some
